DAIRYING IN THE SOUTH 

Student* of agricultural conditions 
in the Southern states agree that 
there is no better section in the 
country tor profitable dairying and 
stock raising. The cattle tick pest 
has been a serious drawback and 
has had not a little to do io dis- 
couraging dairying in the South 
With this pest eradicated by the ag- 
gressive work ot' state and federal 
authorities there is now no reason 
why the farmers of the south should 
not appreciate the advantages of 
dairying. 

Some of the finest dairy herds in 
I the country are fouod in the extreme 
Southern states and dairying is 
more profitable there than in the 
colder sections where dairying is so 
largely carried on. 

There are several reasons for this. 
Cattle need not be housed so expen- 
sively and for so many months in 
the year. Pasturage is cheaper I nd 



Cottonseed meal, one of the cheap- 
est and most efficient dairy feeds, is 
produced in abundance, and markets 



Perhaps the greatest lienefit that 
can come to the South through the 
promotion of dairying is the increas- 
ed fertility ol the land. The land 
will not only produce greater yields 
but increases in land values must 
follow. 

Dairying consistently followed by 
the farmers of a community always 
increases land values. This is due 
not only to increased productive- 
ness of the soil, but to the tact that 
the business itself is a very renumer- 
ative one. 

The Southern farmer who is anx- 
ious to improve his circumstances, 
and who may not be fully convinced 
of the benefits of dairying, should 
ascertain the truthfulness of the 
above claims liefore deciding his 
course. He can secure such informa- 
tion from the I'. S. Department ot 
Agriculture or from any of the state 
experimental stations. 

The dairy cow will do more for the 
farmers of the South than she has 
done for the farmers of the North 
l*cause conditions there are even 
more favorable for dairying. 

Southern statesmen and other* in 
position to do so should appreciate 
this great truth and tie willing at all 
times to preach the gospel of the 
dairy cow to the Southern farmer.
